CHAPTER 272.

AN ACT to submit to the people an amendment of section 1 of
article 8 of the constitution of this state.
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as follows:

Whereas, at the annual session of the legislature of amendment.
this state for the year 1881 an amendment to the con-
stitation of this state was proposed and agreed to by a
majority of the members elected to each of the two
houses, which amendment was in the following lan-
guage: Resolved by the assembly, the senate concur-
ring, that section 1 of article 3 of the constitution of this
state, be amended by inserting after the word “elec-
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tion,” where the same occurs in the third line of
said section ,the words, “and in the election district
where he offers to vote, such time as wray be prescribed
by the legislature, not exceeding thirty days,” and by
adding at the end of said section the words, * and, pro-
vided further, that in incorporated cities and villages,
the legislature may provide for the registration of
electors, and prescribe proper rules and regulations
therefor,” so that said eection when amended shall
read as follows : Section 1. Every male person, of the

horreen-  age of twenty-one years or upwards bclonging to
either of the following classes, who shall have readed
in the state for one year next preceding any eleetion,
and in the election district where be offers to vote
such time as may be prescribed by tae legislature, not
exceeding thirty days, shall be deemed a qualified
elector at such election.

the legislature may provide for the registration of elect-
ic;\rs, and prescribe proper rules and regulatiena there-
or.

‘Whereas, The foregoing propesed amendment to
the constitution of this state, was duly ratified and
agreed to by the legislature of this state for the year
1882, by a majority of all members elected to each
house, therefore:

When to be SecrioN 1. The foregoing proposed amendment to
sabmitted.  the constitution of this state, shall be submitted to the
people at a general election to be held on Tuesday
succeeding the first Monday of November, 1882, and
if the people shall approve and ratify the said amend-
ment by a majority of the electors voting thereon, said
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emendment shall become a part of the coastitution of
this state.

SectioN 2. The form of the ballot in voting to ap- Ferm of balet,

prove and ratify said amendment shall be:  “For the
amendment to section 1 ofarticle 3 of the constitution.”
And the form of the ballots against eaid amendment shall
be: “ Against the amendment to section 1 of article 3 of
the coustitation.” They shall be on separate ballots, and
said ballots shall be cast in separate boxes, to be pro-
vided for that purpose, and all persons qualified to vote
atany election in this state shall be deemed voters on
this question.

SecrioN 8. The votes cast for or against said Votes, how
amendment, sball be counted and returned by the in- connted.
spectors of the election iu all respects as votes for state
officers are counted and retarned, and the officers in
counties now designated by law to canvass the returns
of votes for state officers, shall canvass the returns in
their respective counties on this question, and certify
and return the result to the state canvassers at the same
time and places, and under the same regulations and re-
strictions, now provided by law for canvassing and de-
claring the returns for elections of state officers, and
the state canvassers sball canvass said returns, certified
to them as provided by law in case of elections for
state officera.

SectioN 4 Within three days after the determina. Determication
tion of said canvass by the state canvassers, they shall
certify the result thereof to the governor, who shall
thtlareupon, without delay, make proclamation of there-
sult.

SecTioN 5. The secretary of state is hereby required Elettonne
to include the substance of this act in the notice of the "™
general election for the year 1882.
